A BOROUGH-WIDE ban on lap-danc¬ 
ing clubs has been proposed by Haringey 
Council after it was given new powers to 
curb their proliferation. 

Councillors have revealed that they want to 
ban lap-dancing and pole-dancing clubs from 
Haringey following a change in legislation 
announced by the Home Office last year. 

The council is developing a policy covering 
the licensing and regulation of sex entertain¬ 
ment venues, which includes sex shops and sex 
cinemas. Although local authorities are not 
allowed to take a moral stance against such 
establishments, it may refuse a licence if they 
are deemed to be too near sensitive areas such 
as schools or houses. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, cabinet member 
for neighbourhoods, said: “This new legislation

allows us to stop lap-dancing and pole-dancing 
clubs from setting up in sensitive areas where 
they will cause concern. 

“This would apply to every ward and is central 
to our policy. We are asking for comments from 
residents, to see if they support this stance.” 

A 12-week public consultation on the draft 
policy is already under way and will come to an 
end on December 15. The policy will come into 
effect in January 2011.

TOTTENHAM can “only get better” 
with the dawn of its new stadium, accord¬ 
ing to an estate agent based in High Road. 

Josh Kravitz, of Winkworth Estate 
Agents, believes attracting new busi¬ 
nesses to the area is crucial in making 
north Tottenham a vibrant and attractive 
place to live. 

He told the Advertiser: “I think we 
have to encourage more recognisable, 
more reputable businesses to Tottenham, 
which will attract people in turn. 

“A lot of our clients at the moment 
shop out of Tottenham - they say there is 
nothing in the area which meets their 
needs. I think the new stadium is a really 
positive thing - it’s going to look fantas¬ 
tic and it will really brighten up that area 
of White Hart Lane.

Jail for man 
caught with 
a shotgun 

A MAN from Palmers Green 
has been jailed for six years 
for carrying a loaded shotgun 
among crowds of Christmas 
shoppers in Wood Green. 

Joshua Munnings, a 22-year- 
old unemployed man from 
Godolphin Close, was sentenced 
at Harrow Crown Court last 
week for carrying the gun on 
November 17 last year. 

Officers patrolling Lymington 
Avenue saw Munnings, who was 
holding a carrier bag, abruptly 
change direction upon seeing 
them. As the officers gave 
chase, he threw the bag into 
a fast-food restaurant before 
being eventually caught 
in Pelham Road. 

When police retrieved the bag, 
they found the gun. Forensic 
analysis revealed his fingerprints 
to be all over the bag. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Ben Jefferd, of 
Tottenham Crime Squad, said: 
“Munnings was carrying a 
loaded firearm during the day 
in the middle of Wood Green 
shopping area in the busy 
run-up to Christmas. 

“Officers intended to stop 
and search him when he made 
off. His deadly firearm has 
been removed from our streets 
and Munnings now faces a 
considerable term in jail.”

MAYOR OF LONDON 
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Guard of honour for 
PC Keith Blakelock 


POLICE officers gathered to honour PC Keith Blakelock 
last week - 25 years on from his brutal murder. 

The dedicated officer and father-of-three was killed 
during the Broadwater Farm riots in Tottenham on 
October 6,1985. Met Commissioner Sir Paul Stephenson 
joined TV presenter Michael Winner, MPs and members 
of the community in remembering PC Blakelock at a 
memorial service in Muswell Hill on Wednesday. 

The commissioner said: “PC Keith Blakelock was 
murdered in shocking circumstances after trying to 
protect the fire-brigade so that they could put out a fire 
that was threatening the lives of residents on the 
Broadwater Farm Estate. 

“It is my honour to pay tribute to a dedicated officer 
who paid the ultimate price for carrying out the job he 
loved. I hope that this 25th anniversary proves the 
opportunity for those who have information on his 
killing to have the confidence to come forward and help 


bring justice for his family and those who knew him.” 

As part of the service, and in keeping with borough 
tradition, Haringey’s youngest serving probationer, 24- 
year-old PC Claire Bloomfield, laid a floral tribute at the 
memorial stone. 

Haringey’s Borough Commander, chief superintendent 
Dave Grant, said: “I worked with Keith and remember 
him as a hard-working and dedicated officer. He joined 
my response team in 1981, when I was still a PC, and we 
worked together for two years. Keith was ideal in the role 
and it’s very telling that after all these years the commu¬ 
nity still stand by local officers to remember Keith and 
honour the work he did.” 

The reinvestigation into the murder of PC Blakelock, 
and attempted murder of his colleague, PC Coombes, 
was announced following a lengthy review in December 
2003. As a result of people coming forward with infor¬ 
mation, ten suspects have been arrested during 2010.

^ OU keep bringing me 

that awful Scotch pie,” 
accuses a white-haired, 
98-year-old lady when 
her lunch is delivered to 
her door in Tottenham on Wednesday 
afternoon. “I hate that stuff- I’ve never 
liked it!” she clarifies with a pointed 
finger before looking down at her ham 
and coleslaw salad and grumbling: “In 
my day lettuce used to be green. It 
always has mauve tops on it now.” 

While delivery driver Lee Bringas 
smiles cheerfully and promises to bring 
her a new menu tomorrow, she turns to 
give me a wink and a flash of a brilliant 
smile which makes me think she looks 
forward to the daily routine of giving him 
an earful almost as much as she enjoys 
her lunch - despite her complaining. 

Some of Lee’s regulars moan, others 
smile and most like to have a chat - but 
it is clear that each of them appreciates 
his daily visit. 

The Meals On Wheels service in 
Haringey feeds more than 200 people 
across the borough each week, offering 
subsidised two-course meals at a cost 
of £3.20 which are delivered piping hot 
to residents’ doors seven days of the 
week, 365 days a year. 

A dedicated team of drivers from the 
company Sodexo, many of whom have 
worked for the service for decades, 
ventures out in all weathers including 
Christmas Day to rush up and down 
streets, climb endless flights of stairs, 
negotiate traffic and avoid parking war¬ 
dens in their bid to feed the hungry of 
Haringey. “Even in the heavy snow we 
only had two meals which weren’t 
delivered. And that is because they rang 
up to say we shouldn’t come because 
their roads were so bad,” explained Era 
Varellas, Meals On Wheels manager at 
Haringey Council. 

“But we tried to get food to everyone 
because we know that if we can’t drive 
up that hill, they can’t get down it either. 
The drivers are unsung heroes to me.” 

Busy packing up meals for one of 
eight different Haringey delivery 
rounds at the depot in nearby Enfield, 
Lee, a father-of-three from Wood 
Green, explained that he has held the 
job for ten years. 

“I start deliveries at 11.30am and I

have to finish by 2pm. I have 31 meals 
to deliver today but on my round, which 
covers the Broadwater Farm Estate, it 
can be as many as 40 a day. There is 
more call for meals here than on the 
other side of the borough in places like 
Muswell Hill and Highgate,” he said. 

“Some people are very friendly and 
cheerful and others can be a bit moody, 
especially if I’m late!” 

The meals are made to national, 
nutritional standards and there is a stag¬ 
gering range on offer. The glossy menu 
packed full of classic English dishes 
such as beef stew and dumplings, lamb 
in cider sauce and blackcurrant crum¬ 
ble with custard is supplemented by 


Caribbean, Asian, Cypriot and kosher 
menus as well as dishes for those with 
special dietary requirements. 

A NYONE living in Haringey can 
apply for Meals On Wheels but 
they have to meet certain eligi¬ 
bility criteria, designed to ensure the 
most needy are helped. Among the peo¬ 
ple Lee regularly sees is an elderly cou¬ 
ple, both of whom are completely blind, 
and another man living on Broadwater 
Farm who cannot walk at all. His meal 
is delivered, by arrangement, through a 
window next to the seat where he 
spends most of his day. 

“Seeing some of the people living on 
their own used to affect me more, when 
I first started,” Lee admitted. 

“I feel for them, especially at Christ¬ 
mas. Some have families living close 
by but who don’t go and visit them - 
even at Christmas. That sometimes 
makes me angry.” 


When I asked Lee what he believed 
people ate during the rest of the day - 
the meals are designed to fulfil a third 
of their daily nutritional needs - he 
said: “Obviously I’m not in their homes 
with them and I don’t know what they 
eat during the rest of the time. 

“But yes, I think for some of them at 
least, this could be the only meal they 
have all day.” 

Broadwater Farm resident, 74-year- 
old Jean Gallagher has been receiving 
Meals On Wheels for five years. She 
has difficulty walking and said the 
service is a lifeline for her. 

“It is very important to me because 
there is no way I could do the cooking,” 
she explained. 

“I would be burning myself and drop¬ 
ping everything - I just couldn’t do it. I 
do enjoy the meals too.” 

I sample one of the spare meals, a 
chicken casserole with creamed potato 
and a vegetable medley. 


“It isn’t gourmet but it is piping hot 
and tastes pretty good. Some of the 
dishes smell really tempting. 

“I’m not exaggerating when I say that 
sometimes the driver is the only person 
these residents will see all week,” 
explained Era with a sad shake of 
her head. 

“When I first started with Haringey, I 
couldn’t believe there were 600 people 
who requested a meal on Christmas 
Day. We’re talking about 600 people 
who did not have anyone to cook them 
a meal on Christmas Day - it broke my 
heart. I ended up making 600 Greek 
cookies in my own kitchen and took 
them round to everyone. These are 
elderly, needy people. 

“That is why this is such an impor¬ 
tant service.”

Gunman on a mission to kill in Tottenham street 


A MAN who sprayed a rival’s car with 
bullets from a sub-machine gun in 
Tottenham has been convicted of 
attempted murder. 

Yusuf Arslan, a 20-year-old decorator 
from Oxford Close, Edmonton, was 
found guilty at Kingston Crown Court 
last week of two counts of attempted 
murder as well as counts of possessing 
a gun and ammunition with intent. 

Two men were driving along 
Lansdowne Road when their path was 
blocked by a silver Vauxhall Corsa. 


Arslan got out of the passenger seat, 
walked up to the victim’s car and 
opened fire on the pair - one of whom 
was hit in the arm - before fleeing the 
scene. The weapon, an Agram 
sub-machine gun, was later recovered. 

Detective Inspector Mick Millar, of 
Operation Trident, described Arslan as 
a “dangerous individual” who “thought 
nothing of opening fire” in the street. 

While on bail in connection with the 
attempted murder, Arslan and another 
man were stopped in Ferry Lane, near 


Tottenham Hale, and found to have 
a gun. Arslan and Emre Kamalak, a 
24-year-old unemployed man from 
Chesthunte Road, Tottenham, were 
charged with possession of a gun and 
ammunition. Kamalak had previously 
pleaded guilty to both offences. 

The two had been seen leaving a 
massage parlour and getting into a taxi 
before they were stopped. Kamalak 
was then seen throwing a bag from 
the car window containing a loaded 
Brocock Snubnose revolver.

End, urged people to attend. She said: “People 
come away with an important message about 
sourcing local food in an age when rising oil 
costs are likely to affect food supply and prices.” 

A group called Urban Harvest was established 
by a group of residents who met at last year’s 
apple day to encourage residents to pick and dis¬ 
tribute surplus fruit. 

Group founder Gemma Harris said: “The aim 
is to promote sustainability and community 
cohesion by re-engaging people with the enjoy¬ 
ment of local, seasonal food. We want to encour¬ 
age people to help each other pick and distribute 
surplus garden fruit, relearn traditions of gather¬ 
ing wild food, such as nettles and blackberries, 
and hold seasonal community celebrations.” 

Transition Crouch End has been in existence 
for nearly two years and has promoted sustain¬ 
able living through community events, film 
screenings and working with other local green 
initiatives. This year it is developing growing 
spaces at Hornsey Vale Community Centre and 
Stroud Green library as part of the Capital 
Growth scheme.

Friend or foe: The backstabbing to create Facebook is compelling 


The Social Network (12A)

HAS Facebook changed the way 
we communicate? Or just a repos¬ 
itory for inane status updates and 
drunken photos? 

Whatever your view of the web¬ 
site, one thing’s for sure - its cre¬ 
ation wasn’t pretty. 

Directed by David Fincher (Fight 
Club) and scripted by Aaron Sorkin 
(The West Wing) this is a sharp tale 
of innovation, ambition and betrayal. 

But how do you make a movie 
about computing sexy? 

It’s not something that lends itself 
naturally to film but, in Fincher’s 
hands, the computer programming 
scenes play out almost like action 
sequences, dragging the audience 
breathlessly behind. 

But at its heart, this is a story filled 
with tempestuous human drama, 
fuelled by a potent cocktail of sex, 
drink, drugs and rock-star excess. 

Documenting the excitement and 
giddy euphoria of Facebook’s initial 
creation in squalid student dorms to 
its rise to slick corporate behemoth, 
the film’s two-hour running time 
whizzes by. 

And Facebook founder Mark 
Zuckerberg hardly comes out 
smelling of roses. It’s not an unde¬ 


manding character assassination by 
any means - Sorkin’s script paints 
a picture of a complex man who’s 
not out for money, but a legacy. 

Zuckerberg obsesses over social 
status yet, as one character 
remarks, “he barely has three 
friends to rub together”. Though 
perhaps this is hardly surprising for 
a man who has the social skills of 
a serial killer - and loyalty to match. 

Zuckerberg is portrayed by Jesse 
Eisenberg, who is absolutely com¬ 
pelling as a gifted yet somewhat 
broken young man. Bringing to life 
the turbulent social interactions sur¬ 
rounding Zuckerberg is a great sup¬ 


porting cast, including a surprisingly 
good Justin Timberlake (as Napster 
founder Sean Parker), who oozes 
seductive charm.

FORM NO ISSUE, 
SAYS CORLUKA

SPURS defender Vedran Corluka has 
rejected claims that he is out of form, 
but is now determined to prove his 
worth at White Hart Lane. 

The Croatian has been nearly an ever¬ 
present for Tottenham since joining the 
club from Manchester City two years ago. 

But this season has seen the Croatian 
struggle for form, and he received some 
strong criticism following his display in 
Tottenham’s 2-2 draw with Werder 
Bremen in the Champions League last 
month, where Harry Redknapp’s side 
blew a two-goal lead. 

But although Corluka - away on inter¬ 
national duty at present - admitted that 
his performance was poor in Bremen, he 
denied that he is going through a bad 
patch, and insisted that being dropped to 
the bench is not a major problem. 

“I honestly do not feel like a player 
who is out of form,” he told the Croatian 
media. 

“It is true that I’ve watched from the 


bench in a few games but, my God, 
better players than me have sat there so 
I don’t see why it would be the reason 
for any trauma. 

“I was really bad against Werder 
Bremen. There is no justification for 
such a game. 

“But, after three years of playing with¬ 
out rest, it’s logical that there is a period 
when these things don’t go the way 
you’d imagined. There is no drama. 

“Just as I’ve enjoyed it before, I now 
have to accept the other side of the coin 
and win back my position.” 

Meanwhile the agent of Italian striker 
Vincenzo Iaquinta claims Tottenham are 
interested in bringing the Juventus 
frontman to N17 in January. 

“I don’t like to comment on rumours,” 
Andrea D’Amico told Itasport. “I do 
know that Vincenzo is tracked by sev¬ 
eral clubs, including Tottenham, who 
have been interested in the player for a 
long time. 

“Having said that, nobody has called 
me directly.”

LONDON SKOLARS chairman Hector 
McNeil believes he has appointed the right 
man to take the club forward in Joe Mbu. 

The new head coach replaces James 
Massara, who was axed at the end of last 
season, having been assistant coach last 
time around. 

Born in Zaire, Mbu started his playing 
career at the Skolars as a youngster, before 
going on to make 101 Super League 
appearances for the London Broncos and 
the renamed Harlequins Rugby League - 
returning to the Skolars on a short-term 
loan deal in 2009 before retiring. 

“We’re delighted to appoint Joe,” McNeil 
said. “It’s great to see one of the first players 
to come through our junior development 
set-up in the head coach role. 

“Joe has played at the top level of the 
domestic game, and his experience both as 
a player at Super League level and as 
assistant coach last season will be invaluable 
in developing the club. 

“He will also be a brilliant role model for 
the youngsters in the area.” 

The Skolars showed signs of massive 
improvement under Massara towards the 
end of last season, ending a 30-game losing 
streak with victory over Rochdale Hornets 
before going on to finish the season with 
another win and several bonus points. 

And McNeil hopes Mbu can continue the 
rate of improvement next season. 

“We showed something of our potential 
towards the end of last season, but we now 
need to kick on and realise that potential,” 
he added.
